Having given the Entered Apprentice and Fel- 
low Craft's Part, I now proceed to the third and 
laft Degree of Mafonry, which is termed the Maf. 
t or' s Part, it being performed in the lame Manner 
as the other two, viz. by Way of Queftion and 
Anfwer, and is as follows ;

their Names were Jubela, Jubelo and Jubelum . 

“ It being always the Cuftom of Hiram at 
rwelve at Noon, as foon as the Men were called 
off to refrefli themfelves, to go into the Sanblum 
Sanftorum, or Holy of Holies, to pay his Devo- 
tion to the true and living God, the three Aflaflins 
above mentioned placed themfelves at theEaft, 
Weft and South Doors of the Temple. At the 
North there vyas no Entrance, becaufe the Rays 
ot the Sun never darts from that Point. 

** Hiram having finifhed his Prayer to theLord. 
came to theEaft Door, which he found guardS 
by Jubela, who demanded the Matter’s Grip in a 
refolute Manner ; he received for Anfwer from 
Mram, that it was not cuftom ary to afk it in fuch 
a Strain; that he himfelf did not receive it fo; ad- 
ding that he muft wait, and Time and Patience 
would bring it about. He told him farther, that 
it was not in hi* Power alone to reveal it, except 
g. *' * Sokmm King of lfratl, Ji 

»«» King of Tyrt. JuhtU being dilTatiified 
with this Anfwer, ftruck him acrofs the Throat 
with a twenty-four Inch Gauge. Hiram upon this 
Ufage flew to the South Door of the Temple 
f 1 ** J** met by Jubelo, who afked film 
die Matter s Grip and Word in like Manner as 
Jubela had before done ; and on receiving the fame 
Anfwer from his Matter, he gave him a violent 
Blow with a Square upon his Left Breaft, which 
made him reel. Upon recovering his Strength, I 
he ran to the Weft Door, the only Way left him / 
of cfcaping; and on being interrogated in the^ 
fame Manner by Jubelum , who guarded that Paf- 
■fagP (to whom he replied as at firft; he received 

a terrible 
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a terrible Fracture upon his Head* with a Gavel 
or Setting Maid, which occafioned his Death. Af- 
ter this they carried the. Body out at the Weft 
Door f, and hid it under fome Rubbifh till Twelve 

0 Clock the next Night, when they met, by Agree- 
ment, and buried him on the Side of a Hill, in a 

Grave 

* When yon come to this Part of the Ceremony of making 
a Matter, it occafions fome Surprize; the junior Warden 
Itriius you with a twenty-four Inch Gauge acrofs your Throat j 
tiie Senior Warden fellows the Blow, byftrikingyou with a 
Square on the Left Bread j and almoft at the fame Inftant the 
Matter knocks yon down with the Gavel. This is the Cof- 
tom in moft Lodges ; and it requires no fmall Share of Cou- 
the Blows are frequently fo fevere, that the poor 
Candidate falls backward on the Floor ; and the greater Ms 
Terror at this U(age, the more the Brethren are elevated. 
This Cuftom favours too much of Barbarity ; and many In-
